Politicians and’ party papers 
are having a big time these 
days trying’ to dodge responsi- 
bility for the existence of a se+ 
ditious German paper in Edmon- 
ton. They all seem to agree that 
it should be put out of business 
but one side wants the other 
side to do the putting,

think more of their Empire than 
they do of a few German votes 

- at election time the chances are 
that the German paper will keep 
right on turning out its seditious.

If this paper is stirring up 
strife and disorder among its 
readers it should be stopped and 
it should not take very long to 
decide whether itis the duty of 
the provincial or the dominion 
government to do it. _ 


THE WAR 

The news which came to us 
this week to the effect that a 
naval engagement had taken 
place between British and Ger- 
man boats in the Pacifie ocean 
off the coast of Chile, only 
serves to remind us afresh of 
the magnitude of the present 
conflict. The report, too, of the 
possibility. of these German 
boats hastening northward for 
the purpose of making an attack 
on the British Columbia coast 
‘cities reminds us that we are in 

’ very surity at war, and. that 
there is a possibility. of it com- 
ing nearer home. Although . a 
“possibility it is hardly probable 
~ because we feel sure there are 
enough British ships to protect 
our shores, Besides now that 
the whereabouts of these stray 
German ships is known it is 
‘reasonable to expect that it will 
not be long before the Japanese 
and British boats now in the Pa- 
cific will run them down. 

This reverse on the water, al- 
though not officially confirmed 
by the admiralty as yet, has 
cast a gloom over the land. 
However, we must expect rever- 
ses on both land and sea. It 
eould not be otherwise with the 
weapons and training of present 
day soldiers. \ 


‘Qn the whole the  situation| 


has greatly improved during the 
past few days. The Germans 

- have apparently abandoned the 
northern route to the coast and 
are falling back. 

The Russians also are making 
great progress and the cold wea- 
ther now setting in will be 
greatly in their favor, as they 
have already made a name for 
themselves as winter fighters. 

It must be admitted, of 
course, that the allies have suf- 
fered tremendous losses, but 
the best information is to the ef- 
fect that they are much less 
than those of the Germans. 
The reinforcements of the er- 
mans now consist of old men 
and extreme youthful persons. 
Those from Great Britain in 
particular will be young and vig- 

~—orous men complete in training 
and equipment and swelling with 
a love of country which can not 
be duplicated among any other 
race. While we may feel a little 
depressed by the news from the 
Pacific there can be nd doubt as 
to the final outcome. - 


FAVORABLE CONDITIONS 
No better proof of the stabil- 
ity and solidity of the Empire, 
and more especially this corner 
. of it, cquid possibly be furnish- 
ed than what is and has been 
taking place right around our 
own doors.

To be sure we are not all able 
to enjoy the luxuries and pleas- 
ures we once enjoyed, but we 
are getting along nicely and find 
encouragement in the fact that 
we all know the present condi- 
tion is only temporary. 

There are many reasons for 
the present most satisfactory 
state of affairs, but most especi- 
ally we must give credit to our 
governments, both federal and 
provincial, for coming to the res- 
cue at this’time. 

Our provincial government 
has undertaken an extensive 
programme of road grading in 
order that work might be sup- 
plied to those most in need of it, 
giving thousands of dollars to 
farmers and other laborers to 
help tide them over, Those in 
a position to do so have not been, 
slow to use their influence in 
getting work started this fall on 
the grading of the C.N.R. line 
through this district.

Between Two Evils 

Many objections may. be raised to 
these suggestions, but’ we are placed 
in the unfortunate position of having 
to choose betweén two evils, and, like 
wise men, choose the lesser. The 
question of supply will probably take 
priority in the objections, and without 
discyssing the question on its broad 
merits here}, we conclude that from 
a national peint of “view, we have a 
home market, “why not a home 
supply?"

@ THE BURGOMASTER 


OF BRUSSELS 


When the history ‘of the war comes 
to be written, Monsieur Max, the bur- 
gomaster of Brussels will hold a high 
place among its jeroes, For many a 
weary day he has upheld the honor 
of his town in such difficulties as 
never before lay in the path of an 
honest Gitizen. by the mere exer- 
cise of his tact fe has preserved the 
peace and beauty of Brudsels. ‘To 
hig restraining influence is due the 
safety of the Bélgian capital. The 
trust whith his. compatriots. have re- 
posed in him is absolute, He seers 
to have tamed for a while at least 
the savagery of the Germans, and he 
has achieved such a triumph as is won 
by. few either in peace or war. 

Unfortunately we know but little 
of this great man. We are forced to 
constuct his character from hints and 
rumors. One or two traits may in- 
disputably be ascribed to him. He 
has never fallen for a moment below 
the dignity of his office. He récog- 
nized at once that he was the first 
citizen of Brussels, itself no mean 
city, and he exacted from the enemy 
‘the respect which was owed to 
what he represented. But dignity is 
not a weapon heavy enough te with- 
stand the brutality of his foe, and 
Monsieur Max added to his dignity a 
humor an d a good humor which have 
not failed him. When the Germans 
entered Brussels as conquerors Mon- 
sieur Max insisted upon riding at the 
head of the ill-ordered procession. 
Thus he still kept his foremost place, 
~and made it clear, by leading the way, 
that he was not the captive but the 
host iof his intruding guests. Ar- 
rived at the town hall, he preserved 
the game unruffled tact. The general 
commanding the Germans, served’ as 
usual by spies, knew precisely the 
number of rooms contained in the 
town hall, and announced that, propos- 
ing to stay there, he should want beds 
arranged for three hundred. “See 
that there are beds in the town hall 


for three hundred and one,” ordered: 


Monsieur Max, determined at all haz- 
ards to stay at his post. 

Thus from the very beginning he 
associated himself with the military 
governor in the conduct of the city’s 
affairs: ‘-A man of peace, he showed 
himself more than a mateh in force 


» .and wit*for his German colleague. 


When General von der Goltz put: his 
revolver on the table of the. town ‘hall 
the gallant burgomaster, with a smile, 
laid by its side his fountain-pen. Yet 


if the pen became his hand better 


than the sword, his courage was al-' 


ways resolute. The German gover- 
nor, for instance, found it expedient 
to paste lying proclamations on the 
walls of Brussels, Monsieur Max 
was not permitted to contradict them 
in kind. So he made speeches in the 
public square, and the truth ran swift- 
ly through the atreets. of the city. 
Nor did anything that. touched the 
sentiment of the citizens seem of 
small. importance to him, The people 
‘f Brussels has an enthusiastic fancy 
for pigons. When the German gover- 
nor ordered the pigeons to ‘be des- 
troyed, Monsieur Max interposed suc- 
cessfully, and gathered them together 
inte one large pen, where their own- 
ers might feed and visit them. 


Thus, by the gentle methods of a | 


peaceful citizens, Monsieur Max saved 
his fellows from murder and his city 
from destruction. It is. the highest 
tribute to his skill that the Germans 
for some weeks have acquiesced in his 
policy. At last the breaking point has 
been reached, “I have found myself 
obliged,” thus rans the laconic mes- 
sage of the German military governor, 
“to suspend Burgomaster Max from 
his office on account of his unservice- 
able behaviour. He is now in honor- 
able cugtody in a fortress.’ The cus- 
tody is more “honorable” to the bur- 
gomaster than to the Germans. The 
military.-governor finds it expedient 
to keep under lock and key the man 
whose temper and discretion he failed 
to baffle. 


“PEACE MUST 
BE AT BERLIN.” 


Mr. Austen Chamberfain, speaking 
at a recruiting meeting at Tonypantly 
(Wales) recently, said that the war 
was not an accident, but the fulfilment 
—a little earlier ‘than people expect- 
ed, perhaps, but still the fulfilment— 
of the preparotions and teachings of 
two or three generations. 

The nation which made a business 
of war, and which in the long years 
peace used them te prepare for a new 
great struggle, was.a menace to Eu- 
rope. Berlin made the war, and Ber- 
lin must pay for the war. At Berlin 
war begun; at Berlin peace must be 
made.
